THIS IS an unfair judgment 
unfair, I mean, to Hansson. He was 
good enough to receive me in the 
marble and chromium steel build- 
ing from which he has successfully 
directed the destinies of Sweden 
for the last 13 years—that is to say 
longer than any other European 
prime minister with the exception | 
of Salazar and De Valera. He struck

‘Those so far taken over by the state 
are the Bank of Sweden, telegraphs 
and telephones, half the mines and | 
72 per cent of the railways. 
UNDER THE 27 points, Hansson 
and his colleagues plan to take over | 
the insurance companies, fuel and | 
oil, and the remaining 28 per cent | 
of the railways—not what could be 
called a very drastic program. And 
anyway, Mr. Hansson, like his fel- 
low Swedes, is a patient man. He is 
not in a hurry. He does not expect 
to complete his program of social | 
reform in less than five years, and 
he believes that nationalization may 
take even longer. At the moment, it 
is all being studied by committees 
who will report some time next 
year; and the government may then 
take action, or perhaps may not. 
Hansson, when pressed, claims 
that he is a Marxist-Socialist.
